He is utterly broken 
body anc soul,by the sentence imposed on him 
yesterday, and is nearer demented than at any 
epoch within his life. All oihis many pretty 
air castles as to how he would 
dodge justice, and eventually roam 
the world, its width and breadth, crumbled, 
tottered andffeil, within-a few brief hours leay- 
ing himenvelopedinthe vapory ruins. Hope 
hus fled from the heart of Charles F. hring for 
the tirst time since he walkedinto the Fourth

The 
prairie which rolls in from the _ far 
away sand hills of Kansas and 
Nebraska breaks up just before 
reaching this district, and witha few exccp- 
tions their lands are timbered through and 
through. 

They occupy the district, where the foot 
hills of the Osage Mountains meet the great 
central plain and consequently they are cut 
up by long water courses, adown both sides 
of Which are the bottom lands, 
than which there is no more fertile soil on 
Ciod’s green earth. 

Nearly all that people 
these counties, outside of the fact that the 
State Capital is on the outer rim of them, is 
that the civil war was fought out more bitter- 
lv by the partisans of this section than of any 
other in the State. These counties have been 
isolated and their progress paralyzed, since 
the war, and hence nowhere one 
meet so many old-fashioned people with the 
good old-fashioned ways that they brought to 
Missouri from Virginia and Kentucky many 
vears ago, and have since kept up uncontam-

They have been practically unconnected with 
the world outside their doors,for the lumbering 
stages that are the only’ means of transit are 
slow and costly, and- the people do not move 
about much, nor need frequent mails.

he Osage River, and it has been asked to 
«pend more, but the opinion of competent en- 
vineers is that the only ‘permanent imnprove- 
ment would be to lock and dam the river from 
the mouth to the source, 

At present the onty steamboat eonmunica- 
tion with the outside world is when the*rise”’ 
begins tosubside, and small boats then run 
up the stream and take away all the grain 
ond lead and railroad ties which they 
can carry ip their small allotted time. 

several railroads have been projected into 
this country, and one of them, the Osage Val- 
lev and Soutbern Kansas, was graded from 
Tipton, in Monitéau county, on the Missour! 
Pacitic, to Versailles in Morgan eounty. An- 
other road has becn surveved from Jefferson 
City to Versailles, another from Sedalia to 

Varsaw in Benton. Tuscumbia in Miller 
county, Hermitage in Hickory, Bolivar in 
Polk,all have their projected lines and all look 
forward toaspeedy completion of them. 
Thexe roads bave been designed to till a long 
felt want. Om the small prairies jotted down 
int -countices immense droves of cattle, 
sheep and swine are annually reared and sold 
at a sacrifice to buyers who drive them over- 
land, as _— it culled, to the railroad, 
where they are shipped to St. Louis. _ 

On all the fertile bottom lands, with- 
out manure, and without labor-savineg ma- 
chinery, in with a dearth of hands, an average 
of eighteen bushels of wheat or thirty of corn 
is raised: this ix threshed out at home, as 
much of it: possible ground into flour for 
home vse, and the balance traded 
off ata sacrifice to the storekeepers. The for- 
ests crowning every bill and beautifying every 
valley are filled full of valuable woods, burr 
oak, White oak, chinkapin, hackberry and 
hickory, While the writer has seen black wal- 
nut trees, with abutt diameter of eight feet, 
<plit up into firewood and burn- 
ed. All of this avricultural 
wealth, to sai nothing of the lead ore with 
Which the region tee mis, is simply going 
waste for want of transportation. 

During the present vear a new era of 
perity seems cobe about beginning for thi- 
section, large sums of money are being ex- 
pended on road building, and despite the bad 
expericnce lormer bonds the 
county, courts ; being forced into favor- 
able legislation. 

In Morgan county the road-bed which was 
graded and then abandoned vears azo, will 
soon bear the ties and rails of a continuation 
of the Boonville Narrow Crauge, while there 
is every chance that the road to Jefferson City 
will be also built.from the . pretty little town 
of Versailles. 

Sedalia is also pushing forward the Warsaw 
road, and inthe near future one of the most 
fertiie and valuable regions in the State of 
Missouri will be opened up to eommerce.

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Leaving a Deskful of Love Letters, 
Locks of Hair, and Faded Bouquets.

We know what a number of celebrated peo- 
ple have died this year—statesmen, men of 
rank, and celebrities in literature and art. 
But there is one more name to added to 
the necrology of 1879. This name is neither 
that of a politician, nor of a painter, nor of a 
poet, and nevertheless the defunct in ques- 
tion enjoyed more popularity in his own 
scholars, artists and

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deputies put together. We refer to the 
matador, Frascuelo, whom all Spain has 
applauded for ten years, whom the 


ey ge women of all the Spanish provinces 
ave, in turn, called Frascuelito, and who 
has now just died of a horn thrust naturally 
received in the exercise of his profession. 
Frascuelo, among Spaniards, was a hero, and 
as ‘Theodore de Banville said me other day of 
Victor Hugo, he had already become immor- 
tal. He will forever remain the prima spada 
oflegends. During his lifetime he was the 
curiosity, above all others, that his country- 
men showed to strangers, and he was proud 
of bis distinction. He was born at Andalusia. 
and at the age of ten vears went to work 
in the slaughter houses of Seville, where all 
the matadors begin their career, these slaugh- 
ter houses peing for them a sort of academy. 
At eighteen he was engaged in the famous 
company of El Tato, who also died of a horn 
thrust. At first he was a simple cha/o—that 
is to say, he was charged with the duty of ex- 
citing the bull by shaking a red handkerchief 
before his eves. Then he was promoted to 
the position of Landeriilero. The mission of 
the Landerillcro is to plant little javelinsinthe 
shoulders of the animal. At this dangerous 
came Frascuelo was wonderfully expert. W hen 
the bull rushed at him with lowered head, he 
stepped lightly between the animal’s horns, 
and bounded clean over him, planting his 
banderillos while in the air. Or he would 
simply await the attack, leaning on a long 
pole. When the animal rushed at him he 
would leap over him, using the pole for sup- 
ort. The bull might break the pole, but 
“rascuelo would be sure to land on his feet 
some five paces from his former position, and 
then solemuly salute the spectators. It was 
by a unanimous vote that he was raised to the 
dignity of prima spada. 

One day at St. Sabastian his chief, Lagar- 
tijo, was wounded and was unable to 
continue the fight. ‘The crowd called for 
Frascuelo to take his place. Frascuelo picked 
up the sword, ran at the bull, and classically 
planted the weapon in the back of the animal’s 
neck. <Afterthat day be killed over three 
hundred bulls in the same manner, 
and was often wounded. ‘The crowd 
worshipped him, not only for his skill 
and courage, but also for the singular rich- 
ness of his costumes. He thought nothing of 
spending 34,000 for an equipment, and, like 
apretty woman who changes her dress for 
every ball, henever wore the same costume 
twice. Ikrascnelo leaves a considerable for- 
tune, and his heirs, moreover, will find in 
his desk an immense collection of love letters, 
locks of hair, faded bouquets—in fine, a col-

William Elliott, eleven years old, lived until 
last summer with his parents on West lwen- 
tieth street, near Kighbth avenue,and attended 
school. He was clever, ‘but something ofa 
truant. One day last summer he was per- 
suaded by other boys to play truant. They 
wandered about the city allday, and when 

ight came William Elliott, anticipating a 
whipping from his father, was afraid to go 
home and announced to his companions his 
determination to abandon his home. The 
other boys were older than he and supported 
themselves and the parents of 
one of them by stealing. They 
received William Elliott—who had good 
clothing and a little money—with open arms 
snd he was taken into the organization with 
appropr late ce se monies,an oat th being admin- 
istered pledging Willie to eternal fidelity and 
secrecy. Then “ys band of amateur thieves 
hada supper and afterwards a dance, which 
Kiliott thoroughly enjoved. His failure to re- 
turn home from school at the usual hour 
caused his parents much uneasiness. They 
sent to the school and learned taat he had not 
put in an appearance that day and that for 
some Weeks be had been very irregular iu his 
attendance and very troublesome when he 
did attend. An unsuccessful search was made 
for bim, and then his disappearanee was 
reported to Police Headquarters anda general 
alarm was sent out for,him. But the police 
did not tind any trace of him.and he was given 
up as dead. 

Yesterday afternoon his mother and sister 
called on Superintendent Walling at Police 
Headquarters and told him the story of Wm. 
k:lliott’s disappearance and the search for 
bim. The ladies were greatly affected as they 
spoke of the missing voy, who had beena 
creat pet. The superint ndent became in- 
terested in their story and directed Captain 
Turner to search the accident and arrest 
hooks, Hle did so, and fou tna that on Sep- 
tember 27a boy named. Wm. Elliott, aged 
eleven vears, had been arrested for larceny. 
His description was read to the ladies, and 
they identified the boy as their Wm. Elliott, 
and when they were told that he had been ar- 
rested as a criminal they became hys- 
terical. The records at head- 
quarters did not show what disposition had 
been made of the lad, and the ladies were di- 
rected to thre ‘Tombs for further information. 
But they could get none either at the Tombs 
Police Court or the Court of Special Sessions. 
At the Jefferson Market Court, however, it 
was learned that the boy had been there on a 
charge of petty k nda w A and had been com- 
mitted on October 7 by Justice Bixby*for trial 
in General Sessions fe default of $500 bail. 
When he was questioned in court. about his 
relatives he remained silent. Ile was sent to 
the Tombs. and on October 13 was arraigned 
in General Sessions, where he pleaded guilty 
and was sent to tne Catholic Protectory.

The pork packing house of Thomas Stanton, 
corner of Elliott avenue and Magnolia street, 
wes burned down about 5 o’clock this morn- 
ing.

The 
railroad companies are receiving more treight 
atthe present time than they can hanilie, and 
hence we have no facilities for placing our coal 
on the market there.
